NEW YORK, June 20.—An increase 


in the number of major leagues In or- 
ganized baseball by tho removal oMhe 
draft rule from the class AA leagues Is 
ono of the methods eald to bo under 
consideration by the national commis- 
sion in Us war against tha Federal 
league. 
At Its meeting today it is 


expected that the national commission 
will grant the demand of President 
E. G. Barrows of 
the 
International 


league and Manager Dunn of the Bal- 
' tlmore club of that organization for 
tho removal ot tho draft rule. 


The International 
league 
officials 


complain 
that the Federal league hr.s 


made Its hardest fights for patron- 
age In their territory. 
They argue 


^that TvHh the draft ruin removed, the 
-International league will assume- the j 


classification of a major league and 
thereby be In a hotter position to com- 
bat the Federal league opposition. This 
same argument applies 
also to the 


American association and tbe Tacilic 
Coast leagues, tho other two class AA 
leagues and should the demand of the 
International league be granted these 
organizations are almost certain to 
mako similar requests to be classed 
as mujors. 


The National league clubowncrs also 


are la Beitsloa here awaiting word of 
the aclfon of tho national commission 
as to plans for concerted action against 
the Federals. It is eald that while there 
Is much opposition in 
tho 
National 


league to the demand of the Interna- 
tional for major league recognition, It 
will die out if the supreme court of 
organized baseball rules that ft Is tn 
tha best interests of all concerned to 
remove the draft rule from one or all 
tho class AA circuits.
